surrender, the offleers and crewof the Juniatawcro stationed at their quarters, and
her guns turned on the city, theSpanish volunteers having been ex-
cited to an open riot by the rumor
that the surrender was lo take place. A large
number of volunteers weut in a body to thegovernor's palace and begged permlwlon to
attempt the captuie of the Juniata, saying
(hat they conld do it with knives alone. Thegovernor reitied ti urant rjermisslnn. Our
offleers baneve that the application was made
In earnest, and not a few regret that It was
tot favorably entertained, as the Juniataalone, not to speak of the Kansas and l'lnta,
would have been more than a match for their
assailants. On the arrival of the Plnta at
Santiago, orders came to the ship
irom uommanaer uralne for the pay-
master to Issue all the blankets
and his department tolhepris
oners, who were hardlv lit to bo seen in their
rags.
